CONGRESS AND THE NORTH-
ERN PACIFIO

The infinence of the milroads has
been more strongly felt in the present
session of congresa than at any time
sinoce Tom Seott's Texas Pacific lobby
ruled both houses at Washington,
In senate and house the committees at
the beginning of the session were
carefully packed with friends of the
corporations.  The lobby was well or-
ganized, oarefully disciplined and am-
ply supplied with funda. With the
committeos to strangle unfavorable
resclutions sad push bills in their in-
terest, and with suflicient retainera on
the floor of the bodiea to provide
againat any lapse on the party by the
commiltees, the railroads have suc.
coeded in sccomplinhing nearly every
scheme which they have insugurated,
and in stifling every bill introduced
counter to their intereat.

The Iand grant roads have been
under active discussion, and early in
the session the question whether the
Northern Pacifio railroad had not for-
feited their lands under the charter by
reason of failure to comply with ita
conditions was referred to the judi-
ciary committes, On the Gth of Jan-
uary the majority report of the com-
mittee, nigned by eight of the fitteen
members, was presented to congroess,
The majority reported that the land
grant bore no referonce to the com-
pletion of the road by any specified
time and that as the company is now
proceeding to complote its line as
rapidly as possible, there is no ground
for the interference of the government
in any respect except to issue certifi-
cates of land as the work progreases,
The minority report vigorously dis-
putes the position of the majority in
regard to the legal question of the for-
feiture of the land. In addition they
show how a generous government and
people haye donated to the Northern
Pacific company a great railroad and
noveral millions besides, President
Villard’s report shows 3,083 0565 acres
of land sold for 811,665,4G0; residue,
80,410,047 scres, £08,640,117; total,
£110,106,684; cost of 2,4004 miles of
road, §93,525,608; surplus, $16,578,-
016. After making the' company a
present of the road, the value of the
lands left in its treasury by the gov-
ernment exceeds the enormous sum of
sixteen million dollars, upon the
official exhibit of the president, The
minority of the committes do not ac-
copt the figures of President Villard.
Upon the data furnished by the gov-
ernment auditor of rmlroad necounts,
the value of the land grant is £108,-
760,000; the cost of constructing the
road, $67,466,000; surplus, 841,284 -
000, But the minority take the mean
between the reporta of President Vil-
lard and the government auditor, and
state the account thus: Value of the
land sold and unsold, $101,105,684;
cost of conatruction, $80,484,932; sur-
plus, §20,610,6562,

This enormous sum ia the neat lit-
tle plum which is to be divided up
among Northern Pacific stockholders
after their road is entirely paid for in
government lands. The judiciary com-
mittes minority are of the opinion
that a liberal government has done
enough for these meritorious stock-
holders by construcling their road
without making them a presont of a
colossal fortune to boot,

In the face of such revelations, the
Philadelphin Fecord thinks it is no
Jonger & myatery how onormous for-
tunes have been made in a few yoars
by manipulating land grant roads.

The original owners of this stock
of the Northern Pacitic who stood on
the “ground floor"” have never paid a
dollar of their subscriptions, but have
received it as o free gift from the
government, with lands to the value
of thirty millions more. They have a
railroad extending acrcsa the conti-
nent to the Pacifie ooean, which cost
them nothing, and upon which the
people must pay them the highest
rates of freight that the traftic will
boar, Btill worae is the history of the
Union Pacific and Contral Pacifie rail-
road companies with the Credit Mo-
biller scsndal. In the construction
of these railroads Oskea Ames, Hoxie,
Durant and their fellow-conspirators
robbed the people of their lands and
money and the sharcholders of their
rights, The cost of construction was
from §42,000 to $90,000 & mile, the
onormoua profits of which were di-
vided among the plunderers, Aund,
as o result, colossal fortunes—amount-
ing to ten, ‘wenty, thirty and even
fifty million dollars—have been accu.
mulated from the land and labor of
the people. Bome: of these days a
movement will sprivg up against rail-
road monopoly which may become s
unjust and unreasoning in its fury as
its objects have beon dishonest and
rapacious in (he pursuit of wealth and

power,

My, Vawesnixe's committee olerk
rovamps his old challenge to argue the
anti-monopoly tssue with the editor of
Tur Bee through the columns of the
Ropulilican, and charges that Rosswa-
ter refused the challonge when it was
lsst given. Any one who has resd
Tue Bee knows that the challenge
was promptly accepted. But as soon
us the editor of Tur Bee expressed
his willingnoss 40 meot the queation,
Val's clerk declined to be considered
as o chmmpion of the railroads, or to
spesk for any one but himeslf in the
discussion which he sought, As the
editor of Tur Ber is not se-

eostomed  to  fight windmills, he
promptly declined to farnish gratuitous
advertising and cpace in his paper to
a would-be antagonist who represent-
ed no one and nothing. Soch a dis-
cussion would have been profitless. 1f
the Kepullican wanta to post it read-
era on the railrond side of the ques.
tion it will have ample opportunity to
do so daring the coming campaign, It
is sustained on corporation pap for
just thia purposs and in doing »o it
will only be earrying out the wishes
of its Union Pacific masters. It can-
not, hawever, use the circulation of
Tur Ber for a contest on eonditions
which would make any dlacvssion a
mere waste of time and paper.

Trur effect of the Town prohibition
amendment according to the report of
a committes of prohiltionista is not
entirely satisfactory. The best logal
authorities declare that the amend.
ment is practically inoperative, and
will remain so until supplemented by
further legislation, The Kanana Oity
Journal BAyA that the i)mhibitory law
does away with the license aystem, but
the report concedes that it does not
prevent the manufacture and sale of
wine and beer made from fruits grown
within the state, The reason for this
in that these drinks were not included
in the provisions of any law upon the
statute book at the time of the passage
of the amendment, and that the Iatter
caunot enlarge the scope of any exist-
ing statute, Therefore it is aflirmed
that the statute, which did not declare
the manufacture and sale of beer and
wine from native fruit a crime, re-
maina in force until repealed by
the same body which declared
it. The effect of this decision, ne-
knowledged by the prohibitionista
themselves, is to render the amend-
ment a nullity for the present. Towa
breweries can go on making Towa beer
from lowa barley, and Jowa whisky
may be distilled from Iowa corn, and
people may drink them both with im-
punity, so far as the law is concerned.
The amendment 18 only a sort of pro-
toctive arrangement, by which manu-
facturers are obligod to purchase their
raw material within the state, Hence
the anxiety that the governer shall
call an extra wession to complets the
prohibition and provide penalties.
Meantime the traflic is practically as
unrestricted as ever, and will remain
so until further action by the execu-
tive and the legislaturs,

Senator Bayard advocated an amend-
ment to the bill, which he desired to
continue in force until general refor-
mation of the tariff ocould be made,
incronsing the duty on woolen manu-
facturea trom 35 to 50 per cent ad va-
lorem, and fixing the tariff on wools at
25 per cent ad valorem,

Committee amendments were not
conecurred in. The Bayard amend-
ment was voted down—yeas, 22; nays,
20 a party vote, except that Senator
Voorhees voted no with the republi-
cans, Sanator Davis, of Illinois, also
vuted no,

Senator Harris moved to substitute
for the bill a provision fixing the d::?r
on imported ‘wools at 25 per cent ad-
valorem. Rejected without discus-
sion—yeas 12, nays 55, All the affirm-
ative votes came from the democratic
side,

Senator Bayard desired to have ex-
pression of the sense of the senate as
to whether the range of tariff duties
shall exceed (0 per cent advalorem.
He offered an amendment limiting
the duty accordingly upon merchan-
dise described in the bill.

At this point Senator Anthony,
from the conference on the hill for the
publication ef the agricultural report,
reported an agreement by which the
senate amendment is retained in the
bill. This contemplates the printing
of 500,000 copies of the agricultural
report. Adopted

The pending amendment of Senator
Bayard was voted down -yeas 20,
nays 28. Senators Voornees, Brown
and Voorhees voted no with the re-
publicans.

Senator Vest offered an amandment
placing salt, in bulk or in bags, sacks
or other packages on the free list.

This was rejected, 21 to 26. Sens-
tors Mahone and Brown voted no
with the republicans,

Senator Vest then offered an am-
endment providing that duty on flan-
nels and blankets shall not exceed 50
per cent. ad valorem. Rejected, 2t
to 26, The vote was identical with
the preceeding one. "

In ofering amendments the republi-
can side refrained from debates in or-
der to facilitate passage of the meas-
ure and steadily voted against any
change which would necessitate re-
turn of the measure tothe house. The
bill finally passed without any amend-
ment and as it came from the house;
yens 36, nays 15. \

The tax reductions bill then came
up as unfinished business, but was
laid aside informally, and the house
bill extending fees of certain officers
over the territories of New Mexico
and Arizona passed,

Senator Logan, from the conference
on the bill to remove certain soldiers
of the late wur from the charge of de-
gertion, reported agreement.  Agreed
to, and the seuste considered the an-
nun! house post route bill, which
paseed.

Senator Allison presonted the con-
ference report on the gsundry eivil bill,

After a long debate tho report wus
adopted without division, and the sei-
ate adjourned_ until Monday.
